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thofe  who  created  him  Speaker,  know  any 
Thing  of  his  intended  Refignation  j  a  Suc- 
eeflor,  who  rauft  (whatever  be  his  private 
Endowments)  unavoidably,  from  Variety  of 
immovable  Caufes,  create  general  Difcon*.

If  your  Speaker  fhould,  by  under-hand 
Artifices  and  Machinations,  at  the  clofe  of  a

Consider  the  means  oflnfluence,  annexe 
ed  to  the  monftrous  Benefice  of  this  American 
Rope;  it’s  large  Patronage,  extenfive  Power 
of  Fines,  and  immenfe  Eftate  in  Su?ar  Plan-

tations,  which  being  farmed  out  in  Parcels, 
upon  determinable  Leaies  of  great  Value,  to 
many  of  the  principal  Gentlemen  of  the 
Illand  ;  firengthen?  his  Influence  to  fuch  a 
Degree,  that  fcarce  any  Man  of  the  Ifland 
can  cope  with  him  '•  Then  weigh  the  Confe- 
quences;  Ihould  a  Family  already  poflefled 
of  fuch  formidable  means  of  Influence,  and 
moft  intimately  connected  with  a  Man  of  his 

dangerous  turn  of  Mind  and  over-grown 
Weight,  procure  the  Lead  in  our  Aflfembly. 


Reflect  upon  the  State  of  our  Affairs, 
relative  to  the  Public-money.

If  Yigilence  was  neceffary  under  the  late 
Government,  is  it  not  much  more  neceffary 
now  ;  when  the  Instruments  of  carrying  thefe 
dangerous  Claims  into  Execution,  are  fo 
manifeftly  and  lo  greatly  enlarging  their 
Power;  and  a  main  Supporter  of  the  Rights 
of  the  People  tahen  off.

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ed  on  by  flew  Meafures  3  and  the  Machiavi- 
lian  Ecclefiaftic,  conning  his  Part."  We  trace 
him  in  quality  of  a  fecret  Advifer,  ftill  a 
Prompter  behind  the  Scene,  ready  to  come 
upon  the  Stage,  as  foon  as  the  Audience 
is  prepared,  and  we  fee  no  means  omitted,  to- 
prepare  them. 

Such  is  the  infeperable  Ally  of  the  intend* 
ed  Speaker  of  our  Aflembly ;  fuch  the 
Speaker  lingled  out  for  Co-operation  with 
this  remarkable  Ally; — fuch  our  impending 
Danger. 

Do  thefc  Gentlemen  flatter  thernfelves, 
that  common  Senfe  is  excluded  from  all  of 
human  Race  but  themfelv'es  ?

Even  before  our  late  Governor,  with  his

No 
difhonour  in  a  SubjeCt  to  be  milled,— The 
common  Fate  of  Kings. 

At  whofe  Door  mult  this  Deception  be 
laid  ?  The  Queltion  Cut  Jiono  Points  out  the 
Anfwer,  and  Characters  confirm  it.  Our 
V-nief  came  unblemifhed  among  us.  Happy  ! 
tlirice  happy !  had  he  came  without  Alii-* 
ances.  His  Secretary,  not  like  our  former 
Secretary,  who  ftole  out  of  this  Illand  by 
height,  for  fear  of  Infults  from  an  inflamed 
1  opulace,  in  Relentment  for  public  Injuries, 
has  given  jfuch  Evidence  of  Uprightnefs, 
throughout  his  general  Condudt,  as  muft 
exempt  him  from  every  kind  of  difhonoura- 
ble  Imputation.  Who  therefore,  can  be  fup- 
pofed  to  have  worked  under  Ground,  at  the 
treacherous  Mine ;  but  tliofe  you  fee  pre¬ 
pared  to  take  Advantage  by  the  Ipringing  of 
it? 


Why  thefe  Doings  in  an  Illand,  alike  re¬ 
markable  for  Loyalty  and  Tranquility,  ever 
ready  to  devote  their  Perfons  and  Eftates  to 
the  Service  of  their  Prince?  One  fingle  Coun¬

Will  you  (for 
this  is  addreffed  to  any  Britifh  Subject)  will 
you  do  fuch  a  People  the  Difhonour,  to  put 
the  private  Intereft  of  a  few  mercenary  Men 
in  the  Scale  againll:  them?  Will  you  do  fuch 
a  People  the  Injustice,  to  give  them  a  Mo¬ 
ment  of  general  Difquietude,  for  the  private 
Gratification  of  any  afpiring  Individuals  ? 
Who  is  the  Man  that  can  Anfwer  for  advifing 
fuch  Meafures  at  any  Time  ;  particularly  at 
this  ?  What  Senfe,  what  Deteftation,  that 
diftinguifhed  County  have  of  fome  of  our 
prefent  political  Meafures,  may  be  very  eafi- 
ly  known :  They  are  in  no  fort  fhy  in  de¬ 
claring  their  Opinions. 

Men  free  born  and  liberally  educated, 
are  above  difguife  :  Hypocrify  they  give  up 
to  Parafites.  No  degree  of  Court- Artifice 
can  poflibly  cover  their  Sentiments  from  Men 
in  Power,  who  defire  to  know,  and  take  pro¬ 
per  means  of  Information,  and  the  Senfe  of 
that  County  will  in  the  Event  undoubtedly 
be  found,  the  general  Senfe  of  this  Ifland. 
Men  who  chufe  to  know  it's  real  Senfe,  have 
no  excufe  for  their  Ignorance. 
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Men  who  chufe  to  know  it’s  real  Senfe,  have 
no  excufe  for  their  Ignorance. 

The  properRefiedions  upon  this  important 
Subjed,  we  i'ubmit  to  a  noble  Perfonage, 
bred  up  in  Principles  of  Whiggifm  and 
and  Liberty ;  eftential  Ingredients  in  any 
Man,  fit  to  prefide  over  this  loyal  Ifiand ;  an 
Jfiand  -never  parfimonious  of  its  Blood  or 
Treafure  ;  never  (fince  the  glorious  Revolu¬ 
tion)  once  known  to  repine,  at  any  Tax  for 
fupport  of  Government. 

Without  murmur,  we  chearfully  aflent  to 
the  grandug of  oui  public  Money  in  liberal 
Penfions,  for  real  public  Service.  Should 
fome  defigning  Minifter  pervert  the  proper 
ufe  of  Penfions,- and  apply  them  to  corrupt 
the  Guardians  of  the  People,  ye  Friends  of  the 
Confticution,  without  Party  Diftindions  (Di- 
jf  in  ft  ions  generally  raifed  by  crafty  Statefinen, 
to  play  you  at  one  another)  we  call  upon  you 
to  anfwer,  what  would  you  think?  Ye  Slum- 
berers,  if  fuch  there  be,  would  not  this  awa¬ 
ken  you  ?  If  not  take  your  eternal  Reft. 

Would  the  divine  Lord  Rujjel ,  whofe  Me¬ 
mory  is  revered  by  Men  of  Knowledge  and 
public  Spirit  all  over  Europe  ■,  would  he  for 
any  earthly  Confideration  have  been  a  Party 
to  any  Tranfadion,  inconfiftent  with  the 
Honour,  the  Intereft,  or  the  Liberties  of  Eng¬ 
land?  He  died,  not  to  enflave,  but  to  free  his 
Country.  In  your  laft  Letter,  you  defired 
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me  to  inform  you  whether  the  Direction  of 
the  popular  Intereft  among  us  be  confined  to 
one,  two  or  three  great  Men  ;  intimating  a 
Report  among  you,  that  thefe  fuppofed  Di¬ 
rectors,  have  the  very  Tongues  of  our  People, 
and  the  Voices  of  the  Affembly  in  their 
Pockets.  I  am  amazed  you  could  ask  fucb 
a  Question,  you  who  know  the  Bn  tip  Blood 
tuns  in  our  Veins,  and  the  Spirit  or  Englijh - 
men  in  our  Hearts.  If  it  were  poffibly  for  the 
combined  Devices  of  Men,  to  imprefs  Pufi- 
lanimity,  Ignorance,  and  Depravity  upon  the 
Generality,  you  would  find  the  Vigour  of  the 
reft  redoubled; 

The  Truth  is  the  Conftable  of  the  Watch 
being  bribed  to  divert  the  Men  from  attend¬ 
ing  their  Duty,  took  all  upon  himfelf  ;  they 
trailed  him,  and  we  trailing  them,  compofed 
ourfelves  in  deep  Security  :  We  overllept ; 
but  are  now  fufficiently  awakened,  to  watch 
the  Watchmen.  Affure  your  Friends  and 
ours,  that  this  free  Hand  is  not  in  the  Hands 
of  any  one,  two  or  three  great  Men  whatso¬ 
ever.  If  any  fuch  prefume  to  anfwer  for 
managing  it ;  they  will  deceive,  by  promiling 
more  than  they  can  perform.  We  are  not  to 
be  put  back  and  forward,  like  the  Hand  of  a 
Clock.  Right  Meafures  will 'ever  keep  us 
quiet,  and  wrong  ones  ever  difcompofe  us» 
It  is  with  us,  as  with  all  Men  of  conftitutional 

Freedom  ;  every  Ruler  can  vary  our  I  empers, 
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enough  to  mifreprefent  their  Strength,  or  fan¬ 
ciful  enough  to  imagine  that  they  can  inge¬ 
nu  oufly  ftrike  out  a  new  fuccefsful  Syftem  of 
Policy,  and  rely  upon  fupporting  it  by  Mea- 
lures,  fubverfive  of  the  Rights  of  the  People. 
Such  chymerical  projedts  can  never  prevail 
again  ft  the  natural  Weight  and  Intereft  of  a 
free  People,  properly  informed. 

W  e  wifti  the  public  Meafures  to  be  always 
conftitutional  and  juft.  It  is  our  Bulinefs  to 
exert  our  conftitutional  Strength,  for  the 
fruftrating  of  evey  Meafure  which  doth  not 
anfwer  this  Defcription ;  if  we  were  reftrained 
herein,  it  would  be  equal,  whether  we  lived  in 
'jammed  or  St.  Domingo,  in  Britain  or  Durky. 

Your  Liberties  are  dear  to  us,  as  our  own, 
we  know  them  to  be  infeperable.  Deftroy 
Liberty  in  any  Branch  of  the  Britifti  Territo¬ 
ries,  and  it  is  impaired  in  all.  Leaders  of  the 
People  may  in  continued  Succeflion,  poflibly 
betray  us  and  you;  the  People  themfelves 
never  will.  Rely  upon  this,  in  every  Age 
and  every  Emergency,  every  repeated  Inftance 
of  evil  Treatment  from  Leaders,  every  Snare 
laid  to  take  us,  every  new  Danger  incurred, 
however  lfoothing  the  Adminiftration,  muft 
neceflarily  rivet  this  Iftand  ftill  clofer  to  you, 
for  the  common  Prefervation.
